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Stalemate Continues in Romulus Schoo! 
District's Teacher Contract Negotiations

Dr. William M. Bedell, Superinten- 
dent of Romulus Community Schools, 
says he is disappointed that his recent 
letter to Romulus teachers has not fur- 
thered contract negotiations between 
the two parties. 

The letter, dated December 3, clari- 
fied the district's latest contract offer, 
which was made on November 12. That 
offer included: 

e -a new contract through August 15, 
2002; 

e asalary-schedule increase of 2.25% 
for each of the 1999-2000, 2000- 
2001, and 2001-2002 school years, 
plus the establishment of anew 11th 
step at 4.2% over the old 10th step 
(effective 1999-2000); 


* a 2000-2001 calendar that would 
include 185 st ents days (in order 
| ne manor to Sit mandato 


mandated 1,098 
hours of instruction for all students), 
three teacher workdays (one at the 
beginning of school, one at the end 
of the first semester, and one at the 
end of the school year), three dis- 
trict-inservice days, and six hours of 
district-approved inservice; and 


e¢ a one-year probationary period for 
current teachers, and a four-year 
probationary period for new teach- 
ers (starting with the 2000-2001 
school year). 

"We believe that the district's offer 
is more than generous,” said Bedell. 
"Under the current proposal, Romulus 
teachers would become some of the 
best paid in Michigan. The proposed 
$70,419 MA Max [maximum pay for 
master's-degree holders who have 
worked for the district at least 11 years] 
for 1999-2000 would be the third high- 
est among districts reporting a settled 
contract for this year. 

"Compare that to the average of 
$67,137 inthe 18 Wayne County school 
districts that have a settledcontract," he 
continued. "Not even Grosse Pointe 


‘[$68, 288] is better paid.” 


Bedell also compared the proposed 
$70,419 MA Max to districts immedi- 
ately surrounding Romulus: 

e Woodhaven-Brownstown ($67,229), 
e Taylor ($66,712), 

¢ Wayne-Westland ($$62,533), 

e Huron ($$62,238), and 

e Van Buren ($59,174).

Finally, Bedell furnished a number 
of other details that, in his opinion, fur- 
ther illustrate the generosity of the 
district's offer. 

e« Bythe 2001-2002 school year, sala- 
ries for MA holders would range from 
$40,661 (first-year employees) to 
$73,444 (MA Max). 

¢ Forthe same year, Salaries for hold- 
ers of bachelor's degrees would 
range from $36,482 (first-year em- 
ployees) to $62,534 (BA Max). 

¢ Ifthe district's contract proposal had 
been ratified by December 15, 1999, 
regular full-time teachers would have 
received an additional lump-sum 
signing bonus of $500, plus a retro- 
active lump-sum payment of one 
percent for the 1995-1996 school 
year (for those teachers still em- 
ployed in Romulus). 

However, none of this impresses 
George Trudell—who, as Uniserv Direc- 
tor of the Wayne County—Michigan Edu- 
cation Association/National Education 
Association (WC-MEA/NEA), is the chief 
negotiator for Romulus teachers. 

"The November 12 proposal is 
significantly different from what was 
negotiated last June," Trudell stated 
"The former agreement was accept- 
able in every aspect except the reso- 
lution of grievances. The current offer 
is deficient in all areas, including wages 
and the number of years that a teacher 
must work in order to receive maximum 
pay.”

"Together," he added, “we workhard 
to keep our customers happy." 

According to McFall, Howard's 
Hoagies and Romulus have a lotto offer 
each other.

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Teacher Contract Stalemate Continues

Although Trudell admits that the 
June negotiations never resulted in a 
signed TA (tentative agreement), he 
maintains that an agreement was in 
place, nonetheless. 

"That's just a technicality," he said. 
"Negotiators are obligated to bargain in 
good faith, and the district's refusal to 
acknowledge the June agreement is a 
clear violation of that good faith. For that 
reason, the teachers’ union has filed 
charges of unfair labor practices against 
Romulus.” 

Trudell was also scathing in his 
comments regarding the district's pro- 
posed change from a 10-step salary 
schedule to an 11-step schedule. 

"Why should we agree to acontract 
that would require teachers to work an 
additional year before receiving full 
pay?" he asked. "Personally, | think it's 
ludicrous that our teachers have to work 
even 10 years before reaching the maxi- 
mum, let alone 11. 

"Yes," he continued, "some of the 
other districts that | represent do have 
an 11-step schedule, but only in in- 
stances where that has been the sched- 
ule all along. 

"That is not the case here." 

Bedell expressed his viewpoint on 
these matters in his recent letter to 
Romulus teachers. 


"There was no June agreement," 
he stated. “The negotiations in June 
were contingent on reviewing all of the 
proposed language and reaching an 
agreement on all outstanding issues. 
Neither happened. To accuse the Board 
of ‘significant rollbacks from the June 
agreement is misleading and untrue." 

Concerning the proposed change 
in salary schedules, he wrote, "Most of 
the districts which make up the Wayne 
County MEA/NEA have an 11-step sal- 
ary schedule. All of Romulus'’s approxi- 
mately 104 teachers currently at Step 
10 would automatically move to Step 
11 Di 

Bedell maintains that the district 
simply cannot afford to meet the union's 
current demands. 

"In today's restructured financial 
environment, salaries compete with 
class size, support services, equipment, 
and programs for children. The Romu- 
lus Board of Education cannot and will 
not agree to a financial settlement that 
jeopardizes the long-term viability of 
Romulus schools."

Homemade Lemon, Leaf Prints 
Add Fresh Touch to Holidays 


The bright orange and yellow col- 
ors of fresh citrus fruits lend a vibrant 
note to all kinds of bright ideas for 
holiday decorations and gifts. They can 
be used to make pomander balls, can- 
died peels, and dried fruit slices to be 
used as ornaments or on wreaths, or 
simply include them in a basket of fruit 
for a friend. 

Youcan make your own citrus wrap- 
ping paper and card designs. To help 
you create unusual yet beautiful citrus 
projects, try the following craft ideas, 
courtesy of Sunkist. 

Lemon and Leaf Prints 

(for holiday wrapping paper, note cards, 

and gift tags) 

¢ Sunkist lemons 

e stamp pads (ink, pigment, or chil- 
dren’s washable ink) in assorted 
colors (red, green, yellow, orange, 
gold, etc.) 

e brown wrapping paper, brown paper 
grocery bags, or gift bags 

e white banner or craft paper and/or 
gift-wrapping tissue 

e blank cards and envelopes 

e blank gift tags (or make your own 
from heavy card stock) 

e raffia or ribbon 

e fresh leaves (fern, ivy, etc.), about 2 
to 2'/2 inches long 

e Parchment or tracing paper, cut into 
3-inch squares 


Cut lemons in half crosswise. Pat 
lemon halves on paper toweling to blot 
juice from surface and to dry lemon 
slightly. Protect work area from ink by 
covering with paper. Press cut lemon 
half onto stamp pad, then press onto 
selected paper, card or tag. Repeat with 
the same or a different ink color in 
patterned or overlapping designs. (Use 
one lemon half for each color used. ) 

Use the lemon-stamped papers to 
wrap gift boxes, and tie with coordinat- 
ing raffia or ribbon, adding a bit of holi- 
day greenery and small pine cones, if 
desired. Use the lemon-stamped tissue 
paper as a colorful filler in handled gift 
bags or boxes (like Chinese food take- 
home boxes). Adding acoordinating gift 
tag completes the presentation. Tie a 
set of lemon-stamped cards and enve- 
lopes with raffia or ribbon to give as 
“homemade” gifts. 

To make leaf designs, place leaf 
(use somewhat flat leaves, like ferns) 
on stamp pad. Place piece of parch- 
ment on top of leaf and rub finger over 
parchment and leaf to “ink” the leaf. 
Remove parchment and carefully place 
leaf, inked-side down, on paper or card 
to be decorated. Cover leaf with aclean 
piece of parchment and gently rub fin- 
ger over parchment and leaf to transfer 
the leaf design. Repeat the design or 
use a different leaf shape or ink color.

Here are a few suggestions for making 

those wishes come true. 

At Home 

e Beextracautious aboutlocking doors 
and windows when you leave your 
house or apartment, even if it's only 
for a few minutes. 

¢ Don'tdisplay holiday gifts where they 
can be seen from a doorway or a 
window. 

e lf you take a holiday trip away from 
home, have some interior lights ac- 
tivated by an automatic timer. Have 
a neighbor or family member watch 
your house, shovel new snow, pick 
up your mail and newspaper, and 
park his/her motor vehicle in your 
driveway from time to time. 

e Markyour valuables with your drivers 
license number. 

e Be wary of strangers soliciting for 
charitable donations. 


© Test your smoke detectors. 


e Useonlyfire-resistant ornaments on 
a holiday tree and make sure that 
electric lights are in good working 
order. Don't leave the lights on over- 
night or when you are away from 
home. 

e Avoid leaving discarded boxes from 
holiday purchases (especially TVs, 
VCRs, computers, etc.) out on the 
curb for trash pickup. 

While Shopping 

¢ Shop before dark if possible. If not, 
never park in an unlit lot or other 
area, no matter how convenientitis. 

e Whenever possible, coordinate 
shopping trips with a friend or family 
member. 


¢ Lock your packages and gifts in your 
vehicle's trunk.

Humane Society Adopted

The kindergarten classes at Hale- 
creek Elementary School have adopted 
the Westland branch of the Michigan 
Humane Society as their community 
service project forthe 1999-2000 school 
year. The children collect and donate 
pet foods and products that the Hu- 
mane Society needs to care for the 
animals at the shelter. They also have a 
“doggie bank" in their classroom for 
monetary donations. 

In October, Ron Blauet, the Educa- 
tion Director for the Michigan Humane 
Society, visited the kindergarten classes 
to discuss the care and needs of ani- 
mals, as well as the responsibility of pet 
owners. He told the children about the 
Michigan Humane Society andthe work 
that it does to help take care of, and find 
homes for, its animals. 


In November, the kindergartners 
took a field trip to the Westland branch 
of the Michigan Humane Society and 
delivered their first installment of the 
items that they had been collecting for 
the animals at the shelter. Blauet re- 
viewed with them the needs and care of 
animals, and introduced them to the 
many animals available for adoption. 
The children also visited the veterinary 
clinic, where they saw sick animals be- 
ing prepared for surgery. The jobs of 
veterinarians and related staff, as well 
as animal health-care, were discussed. 

"This service-learning project has 
helped the children learn and under- 
stand their responsibilities to their pets,” 
said teacher Cathy Kudra. “They are 
also learning that they can contribute to 
making their community a better place.” 


























Students from Halecreek Ele- 
mentary recently enjoyed a "science 
night" at Hands-on Museum. The 
Ann Arbor-based group provided a 
wide variety of fun and educational 
activities for children from kindergar- 
ten through the sixth grade. 

In one demonstration, children 
put an egg in a glass of water and 
observed the egg sinking to the bot- 
tom, then took the egg out and added 
some salt. When they returned the 
egg to the water, it floated! 

Students also observed what 
happens to a can of Diet Coke (it 
floats) versus a can of regular Coke 
(it sinks) when both are placed in a 
pail of water. 

Usually, the demonstrations in- 
cluded an explanation of the scien- 
tific principal behind the observed 
behaviors. 

For instance, Bernoulli's princi-

ple, which states that pressure Is 
lowest when the velocity of flow Is 
greatest, was demonstrated by plac- 
ing two pop cans about one inch 
apart and then blowing hard between 
them. The faster-moving air caused 
the pop cans to move together. Stu- 
dents were then told how this same 
principle applies to flight. (Air moving 
across the top of a wing has farther to 
go, and therefore travels faster and 
exerts less pressure than the alr 
moving across the bottom of the wing. 
The additional pressure below Is the 
source of “lift.")
